Sealing the 
breach in 
the Wissey 


MEF W. E. DORAN, Chief En- 
gineer of Ouse Catchment 
Board, this week outlined the 
plan of campaign for dealing 
with , the Wissey breach, which 
is 16 feet deep and 100 feet wide. 
Normal . civil engineering meth- 
ods would be used to tackle it. 

The scheme was to dump clay 
in the hole and protect the clay 
with “mattresses,” Which would 
be built up in layers, he said. 
Bagging was being carried out at 
Sam's Cut to keep the water be- 
hind the breach. Hopper barges 
with doors in the bottom would 
be used, each carrying 60 to 80 
tons of clay. 

“Mr. Calis, the Dutch engineer, 
has been consulted. He entirely 
agrees,” said Mr. Doran. “It is 
the same method as they use in 
Holland,” 

The mattress would be about 
600 square yards, and would be 
made out of willow and brush- 
wood. Five or 600 tons of slag 
would also be used. 

"We have been using this 
method for many years, and 
have done a great deal of it,” 
went on Mr, Doran, “The river 
walls at King’s Lynn ‘were built 
on this-principle. It will take 
at least a fortnight before it is 
finished.” 

The mattresses are being made 
up at Denver Sluice and Lynn. 
They will be anchored in the gap 
and sunk by stone.
